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Superstar Gary on 
why he loves Lyme 


ONE of the biggest names in entertainment 
has spoken out on why he loves visiting 
Lyme Regis. 

Take That star Gary Barlow has revealed an abun¬ 
dance of affection for Dorset’s most popular resort 
while promoting his new musical ‘The Girls’. 

The singer songwriter, who posted photos on Twit¬ 
ter of his stay at the Alexandra Hotel in Lyme Regis 
last year, professed his love for the town at a recent 
press event and revealed that he is a regular visitor to 
the area. 

“I love Lyme Regis. I’ll tell you why I go there; I 
go and cook at Hugh Fearnley Whittingstall’s place. 
I’ve got a couple of friends there who are the chefs 
and I often take myself down, truly I do. 

“I just go down there for a bit of peace and quiet. I 
cook for two days and it’s gorgeous, it’s absolutely 
gorgeous.” 

Barlow expressed his adoration of the seaside town 
at an open rehearsal to promote ‘The Girls’, a new 
musical he has co-written with his childhood friend 
Tim Firth. The show is based on the beloved story of 
the Calendar Girls, the group of Yorkshire women 
who hit the headlines when they posed for a nude WI 
charity calendar. 

The real life fable has become something of British 
legend and was made into a blockbuster movie in 
2003 starring Helen Mirren and Julie Walters. It was 
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later adapted as a stage play, which many amateur 
originations were invited to perform including in our 
local area, Axminster Drama Club, who won a Na¬ 
tional Operatic and Drama Association award for their 
efforts. 

Talking about the new musical version, which will 
open in the West End in February, Gary said: “First 
and foremost, this is an unbelievable story and the 
best thing of all is that it’s a true story. The real people 
are here to tell the story; the Calendar Girls are with 
us every step of the way with this musical, so as a 
writer to have that put in front of you and see the op¬ 
portunity for music has been incredible.” 

The composer is very much the man of the moment 
as far as musical theatre is concerned, with another 
show set to hit the stage later this year; a production 
which will feature the music of Take That and be per¬ 
formed by a brand new boy band, cast from Barlow’s 
new BBC1 Saturday night television talent show, en¬ 
titled ‘Let It Shine’. 

Despite some harsh criticism about the cheesy for¬ 
mat, the television series - which boasts an enviable 
group of presenters and judges, including Graham

The good thing about the town council is every¬ 
body seems to work well together and I'm there 
because I want to do well for the community, I'm 
not there for a party political reason and what is 
good for the people of Bridport, there is so much 
going on in Bridport and how we can bring it all 
together. 

I think it is a wonderful place to be. 

• DO you have any aims as town councillor? 

I would like to get the people of Bridport who are 
very good and supportive of a lot of things to live 
in harmony more. 

• TELL us a bit about the Cupboard Love food 
bank. 

The food bank is a big issue, I have seen that grow 
unfortunately and we don't want it to grow but 
it is, the number of people coming is going up all 
the time, because of all the cuts with universal 
credit, all sorts of things are happening. 

We sent out on Christmas week 58 hampers - 
some are homeless sleeping in tents and sleep¬ 
ing bags. We really could do in this area a shelter 
of some kind. 

The people of Bridport really support us in 
terms of the food bank, the amount of food we 
have coming in. 

We have a collection trolley in Morrisons and 
Waitrose and we have to empty it twice a week 
and Lidl's give us all the bread that is left on a 
Tuesday night. 

Leakers have given us fresh bread every 
Wednesday morning and the south street traders 
through Nina's give us fruit and veg. 

• WHAT three people would you invite to 
your dream dinner party? 

Kenneth Branagh because he is a great actor and 
from Northern Ireland. 

Ringo Starr because he is a Beatle and a drum¬ 
mer and I grew up with the Beatles. 

Barack Obama for what he stands for in terms 
of the proper real American and what he is trying 
to do against the odds. 

• What do you like most about West Dorset? 

The countryside, being near the sea. Coming 
here and being 10 minutes from the sea is just 
wonderful and to walk along there is beautiful. 
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New theatre trust members 
look ahead to positive future 


LYMEARTS Community Trust, which 
operates the Marine Theatre in Lyme 
Regis, is looking forward to a positive 
future after refreshing its membership 
and introducing a number of new fi¬ 
nance and marketing practices. 

The trust has recruited a number of 
new members and now totals nine 
trustees - the most it has ever had - with 
a range of expertise which they hope 
will provide the theatre with a more sta¬ 
ble future, after questions were publicly 
raised over its financial concerns in re¬ 
cent weeks. 

Among the new members is chairman 
Nigel Clegg, who took over the role 
from David Edwards at the beginning 
of the month. Mr Clegg has a back¬ 
ground in business, rather than the arts, 
but says he has a passion for the Marine 
Theatre building and site, which he de¬ 
scribed as “completely unique”. 

“The Marine Theatre is a community 
asset but it’s also a business with costs 
of £125,000 a year, but I don’t think it’s 
been looked at in that way before,” he 
commented. 

“It’s a real asset to the community, 
part of Lyme Regis and part of what 
makes it unique.” 

Mr Clegg said he was keen to put to¬ 
gether a strong board of trustees and 
was delighted to receive so many appli¬ 
cations. New members include those 
with commercial expertise and skills in 
finance, law, the arts and construction, 
which the new chairman hopes to put to 
good use in future projects at the Ma¬ 
rine. 

“There’s a fine balance between oper¬ 
ating commercially and staying part of 
the community in Lyme Regis. All our 
trustees will be given specific roles,” 
said Mr Clegg. 

Speaking on some of the projects and 
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policies the trust were putting in place 
to ensure a firm footing for the future of 
the Marine, Mr Clegg said they were re¬ 
viewing all accountancy practices and 
would be producing monthly manage¬ 
ment accounts so they could see how 
the theatre was doing financially and 
address any concerns quickly. 

The trust is also looking for more 
commercial sponsors with the hope of 
bringing in £25,000 a year. The theatre 
is already sponsored by Toad Hall Cot¬ 
tages but the trust is hoping to expand 
on this so they are not relying on just 
one business. 

It is hoped that further funding will be 
raised by re-launching the Theatre 
Friends scheme - with the target of in¬ 
creasing membership from 150 to 500 - 
and applying to the Arts Council for 
grants to finance productions and cover 
running costs. 

The theatre has just received a 
£15,000 grant to improve its toilet facil¬ 
ities and the decision to franchise out 
the coffee bar to local business Dottie 
Kitchen is also set to save the theatre 
money. 

In the coming weeks the theatre will 
be launching a ‘Maintain the Marine’ 
fund to overcome one of its main issues 
- the age of the building. Money raised 
for the fund will be used specifically to 
make repairs to the building and replace 
aging equipment. 

The trust is currently putting together 
a new marketing team and plans to 
make more use of social media to pro¬ 
mote theatre events. It is also working 
on a new business plan which should be 


Police tackle underage 
drinking during disco 


POLICE picked up a drunk 14-year- 
old and disposed of a number of al¬ 
coholic beverages as they tackled 
underage drinking during a disco in 
Lyme Regis. 

Posting on their Facebook page, a 
spokesperson for Lyme Regis police 
said there was a larger number of 
children in the town than usual be¬ 
cause of a disco at the Marine The¬ 
atre last Friday night, including a 
large gathering on the new sea wall. 

The spokesperson commented: 
"When I popped my head around 
the corner there was a mass exodus 
of young people, moving speedily 
off down the walkway, down to the 
steps and up into Charmouth Road 
car park. Dotted along the wall was 
a line of part-finished alcoholic bev¬ 
erages, ranging from red wine, 
through to ciders and lagers. 

"I disposed of as many as I could 
carry, fortunately someone had left 
their rucksack behind so I was able 
to fill it with the now empty vessels 
and deposit them in a nearby bin. 

"Later on a 14-year-old boy was 
found in Langmoor Gardens having 
consumed the best part of a bottle 
of wine. His phone was flat and he 
was struggling to remember his 


home address. His friends had all 
legged it when they saw me walk¬ 
ing through the gardens. 

"Fortunately for him we were able 
to locate his home address and de¬ 
liver him safely to his parents. 

"We are not here to stop people 
having fun, but it's cold out there 
and we would hate any harm to 
come to one of our young people 
after drinking too much alcohol. 

"It is illegal for under 18s to con¬ 
sume alcohol in a public place, so 
please take an interest in what your 
children are doing on a Friday/Sat¬ 
urday evening and where they are 
doing it. 

"I also have a large amount of cash 
which I located on my travels this 
evening, so if you believe it to be 
yours, please let me know." 

Alex Heath, one of the organisers 
of the disco, commented on the 
post: "As one of the organisers of the 
discos we appreciate the support 
and presence of the police at our 
events. 

"We want everyone to have a safe 
and fun night. Having the police pa¬ 
trols covers the areas we are unable 
to, so thank you." 



in place by mid-February. 

It is planning to review 
theatre productions with 
the aim of appealing to a 
wider age range, and 
wants to introduce more 
music events and use its 
seaside location to its ad¬ 
vantage by hosting more 
outdoor productions. 

“We’ve got a great 
space outside and we’d 
like to become the Mi- 
nack of Dorset,” added 
Mr Clegg. 

The trust also plans to 
review performances of 
all staff and communicate 
better with staff and vol¬ 
unteers, which Mr Clegg 
said the theatre “couldn’t 
exist without”. 

He also hopes to improve the theatre’s 
working relationship with the town 
council, which provides £30,000 a year 
in grant funding to the theatre, and said 
he was pleased that the Mayor of Lyme 
Regis, Councillor Owen Lovell, was 
now regularly attending trust meetings 
as the council’s representative and had 
given some helpful input. 

The trust said it is keen to come to an 
amicable solution with the council over 
the theatre’s advertising 
rotunda, which caused 
much controversy last 
year after the council 
agreed to remove it from 


its current position at Cobb Gate. 

Mr Clegg commented: “We want to 
work with the council to sustain the the¬ 
atre and work well with them. 

He added that once these practices 
were in place he believed the theatre 
could have a “really positive future”. 

“We’ve really got a chance to turn 
around and grow a great asset of Lyme 
Regis.”

At the meeting it is expected to have a Dorset 
County Council officer to explain the new con¬ 
tracting system for school transport toWoodroffe 
School, Beaminster School and the Sir John Colfox 


Academy for eligible pupils, which would allow 
more public use and incorporate some of the ser¬ 
vices currently subsidised by DCC. 

There will be an update following initial work led 
and funded by Bridport Town Council with a grant 
from DCC into the feasibility of providing a com¬ 
munity bus. 

This is with the aim of helping to fill gaps left by 
the subsidised services already lost and those 
which could end during summer 2017. 

The consultation on the community bus is still 
in progress and can be found at www.bridport- 
tc.gov.uk or paper copies can be found at Bridport 
Tourist Information Centre and Mountfield.There 
will also be a consultation of non-bus users to fol¬ 
low.

AREAS COVERED: Seaton, Axminster, Lyme Regis, Beaminster, Dorchester, Weymouth 
all villages in surrounding areas, AND BEYOND 
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National Trust changes plans for Ware 
Lane land after objections from society 


THE Lyme Regis Society has reported that 
the National Trust has changed its plans to 
develop a section of land off Ware Lane 
following objections. 

The society last year strongly objected to the Na¬ 
tional Trust’s plans to sell off a section of Lower 
Ware Farm with detailed plans for a two-storey 
house on land currently occupied by redundant 
farm buildings, and an adjoining triangular field. 

The society raised £27,000 of the £38,000 
needed for the National Trust to buy 11.9 hectares 
of land off Ware Lane in 1987 with the intention 
that the land would be held in perpetuity for the 
benefit of the public. 

In 2011, 11.7 hectares of the land were declared 
“inalienable”, meaning it would be held in perpe¬ 
tuity for the public, but the remaining 0.2-hectare 
area was kept back as investment land. 

However, Lyme Regis Society members ob¬ 
jected last year when the National Trust announced 
its plans for the land. 

Society chairman Chris Savory acknowledged 
that the farm buildings, which have not been used 
for agricultural purposes since 1987, had no archi¬ 
tectural or aesthetic benefit and were no longer fit 
for purpose. However, his main concern was the 
disposal of the adjoining triangular field, which he 
said should have been declared inalienable along 
with the rest of the land, as the society had be¬ 
lieved it would be held in perpetuity by the trust 
when it raised the funds. 

Speaking at the society’s annual general meeting 
last May, he commented: “It is clear from the 
records and publicity of the time in 1987, that 
funds were raised on the basis that the land given 
to the National Trust would be held for the benefit 
of the general public and not developed.”

Having listened to concerns of the society and 
Ware Lane residents, the National Trust has now 
declared the triangle of land to the south of the 
farm buildings inalienable. 

In a letter to Mr Savory, Amy Middleton of the 
National Trust said that the triangular section of 
land would now be “protected forever, for every¬ 
one”. 

The trust still plans to sell off the area currently 
occupied by the farm buildings with plans for a 
new house, but has also revised these proposals 
after concerns were raised over the scale and de¬ 
sign of the house. 

Discreet and low profile 

The letter from Ms Middleton stated: “We be¬ 
lieve the architect has produced a scheme which 
addresses the points raised. The new proposal has 
a reduced footprint and scale, is set further back 
into the site and is effectively single storey on both 
levels. 

“It will be discreet and low profile from the coast 
path, more related to the natural contours of the 
site, and less imposing on the eastern elevation. 

“It is a contemporary design using traditional 
materials - natural slate roof to the south, earth 
covered roof to the upper level, timber structure 
and natural self-coloured lime render with the ex¬ 
isting stine barn walls incorporated to the east 
boundary. 

“We also propose to maintain the mature trees to 
the south of the property to provide visual screen¬ 
ing and natural habitat.” 


Funding bid for sculptures turned 
down but supporters still hopeful 


A FUNDING bid to create a continuous public art 
presence in Lyme Regis has been unsuccessful, but 
supporters are still keen to see the project come to 
fruition. 

John Calder, curator of the ArtsFest SculptureTrail 
in Lyme Regis, applied to the Aviva Community 
Fund for a grant of up to £25,000 to make the trail a 
permanent feature. 

Having received more than 3,600 votes from the 
public, the project made it through to the final 
stages but judges did not select it as a winning ap¬ 
plication, instead offering a £500 consolation prize. 

However, on hearing the news, town councillors 
and local business people - including top chef and 
art collector Mark Hix MBE - have pledged their sup¬ 
port for the project and hope it can still come to 
fruition. 

Mr Calder commented: "All may not be lost.lf the 
enthusiasm of our voters can be matched once 
more amongst the local businesses and, crucially, 
within our town council, we could actually sustain 


the public art presence through the current shoul¬ 
der season and beyond." 

Mr Calder said he would have to raise between 
£4,000 and £8,000 to keep a selection of sculptures 
on display until December. 

Town councillor Jeff Scowen thanked Mr Calder 
for his "selfless and tireless efforts" in applying for 
funding and commented:"As a town councillor I will 
do all in my power to advocate the continuation of 
the sculpture trail, which I believe is an important 
all the year round feature in Lyme Regis." 

Councillor Cheryl Reynolds, chairman of the 
Tourism, Community & Publicity Committee, said 
she would also seek support from the council for Mr 
Calder's proposals. 

Kathryn Haskins, owner of the Alexandra Hotel, 
said she would be "happy to support the project in 
any way" while top chef and art fan Mark Hix MBE 
also pledged his support and suggested holding a 
fundraising dinner at Hix Oyster & Fish House. 


Uplyme's Neighbourhood Plan sent for inspection 


UPLYME has submitted its proposed Neighbour¬ 
hood Plan to East Devon District Council for inspec¬ 
tion. 

The plan, which has already gone through several 
stages of public consultation, will affect how the 
parish of Uplyme is developed in the future, cover¬ 
ing a wide range of topics including housing, em¬ 
ployment, community facilities, transport, and the 
built and natural environment. 

If accepted, the plan will run until 2031 to coincide 
with the end date of the East Devon Local Plan, but 
may be reviewed before then. 

Chris James, chairman of Uplyme Parish Council 
and the Neighbourhood Plan Group, commented: 
"The plan has been drafted by local people in the 


Uplyme Neighbourhood Plan Group, following ex¬ 
tensive community consultation and engagement 
over a period of years. It has been formally submit¬ 
ted to East Devon District Council, which will in due 
course arrange for the plan to be examined by an 
independent examiner, after which it will be subject 
to a local referendum before it is finally adopted. 

"Both the Uplyme Neighbourhood Plan Group 
and the parish council very much look forward to 
receiving any further comments on the plan. We be¬ 
lieve that the plan represents a broad consensus of 
local opinion, based on what you have told us to 
date.

Singer/comedian Richard Digance 
lived in Lyme for a while back in 
the 1980s and brought a number of 
his mates to the town, including Jim 
Davidson, Jethro, Hale & Pace, and 
Elkie Brooks for a week-long pro¬ 
gramme of events at the Marine 
Theatre in a vain bid to save our 
hospital from closure. 

Local television presenters are not 
so keen these days to do personal ap¬ 
pearances.

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Paying tribute to 
uncle he never met 


A SUFFOLK man trav¬ 
elled to Lyme Regis yes¬ 
terday (Tuesday) to 
honour the memory of 
an uncle he had never 
met who died when 
HMS Formidable was 
torpedoed in Lyme Bay 
on January 1st 1915. 

William Dingwall was 
a Corporal serving on 
board HMS Formidable 
with the Royal Marine 
Light Infantry and was 
celebrating his 22nd 
birthday when the ship 
was blown up. 

More than 500 officers 
and ratings lost their 
lives, with some of their 
bodies being washed up 
on the beach at Lyme 
Regis and subsequently 
buried in the local ceme¬ 
tery where there is a 
memorial to all those 
who perished. 

Each year around Re¬ 
membrance, the Lyme 
Regis branch of the 
Royal British Legion 
holds a memorial service 
at the war grave. 

In 2015 a special event 
was organised at the 
cemetery to mark the 
100th anniversary of the 
sinking of the ship, with 
several relatives of those 
lost on the Formidable 


travelling to Lyme from 
all over the country. 

Robert Hudson, who 
lives in Suffolk and 
Southern Spain, trav¬ 
elled to Dorset this week 
to lay a wreath on the 
site of the HMS 
Formidable wreck, a 
three-hour sail out of 
Weymouth, on Monday 
followed by a visit to the 
Formidable memorial in 
Lyme the following day. 

He was met at the 
cemetery by Philip 
Evans, president of the 
Lyme Regis branch of 
the Royal British Le¬ 
gion. 

Speaking at the grave¬ 
side, Mr Hudson said: 
“We thank you for your 
service and sacrifice 
which has enabled us to 
live in freedom.” 

William Dingwall’s 
brother Robert also lost 
his life during the First 
World War on the 
Somme. 

Mr Hudson had taken 
his late mother Nellie, 
William’s sister, to his 
grave before she died 
and is planning to take 
his own children on an¬ 
other visit on the 100th 
anniversary of his death 
later this year. 


William also had an¬ 
other brother, Arthur, 
who survived the war 
and became a policeman 
but was tragically killed 
when he fell off the back 
of a bus. The family 
hailed from Woolwich in 
South London. 

Mr Evans commented: 
“Mr Hudson has carried 
out extensive research 
into his family’s war ser¬ 
vice and we were 
pleased to help him hon¬ 
our his uncle’s memory 
by visiting the 
Formidable grave in 
Lyme.”

YEAR 6 WORLD WAR II PROJ ECT 

Year 6 had an eventful Shelter Day where they dressed up in 
WWII inspired costumes and brought in lots of boxes and 
materials to build their very own shelters. During the day, they 
had to be ready at any point in case of an air raid! At the end of 
the day they invited the parents and carers in to see their 
fabulous constructions. 

It was a fun, creative day with lots of teamwork and initiative!

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The (community) play's the thing../ 


S hakespeare wouldn’t have 
written that headline - he had 
rhythm. Hamlet says “the play’s the 
thing wherein Ell catch the conscience of 
the king” - which he does. The little play 
he adapts, echoing the murder of his fa¬ 
ther by his uncle who incestuously se¬ 
duced Hamlet's mother, brings to light 
the hidden rottenness in the state of Den¬ 
mark. It reveals the truth. 

‘Revealing truth’ is what serious drama has al¬ 
ways done. Hamlet defines “the purpose of play¬ 
ing, whose end, both at the first and now, was and 
is, to hold, as ‘twere, the mirror up to nature; to 
show virtue her own feature, scorn her own image, 
and the very age and body of the time his form 
and pressure.” 

In that respect, all good plays are ‘community 
plays’, illuminating truths about the world of writ¬ 
ers, participants and audiences - ‘educational’ in 
the best sense. Very good plays last, because their 
truths transcend the particulars of their own time 
and place. 

Lyme is a hot-spot for community plays and 
players. Local groups thrive: Musical Theatre; 
Pantomime Society; Youth Theatre; and the Ma¬ 
rine Players, who, for three nights from Thursday, 
bring us ‘Around the World in 80 Minutes’ in sup¬ 
port of our theatre. Together, that’s a lot of people 
- acting, directing, and behind the scenes (the lat¬ 
ter deserving equal applause with those who tread 
the boards). 

Last summer’s inventive ‘The Tempest of Lyme’ 
took community drama a stage further. Local 
writer (with some help from Shakespeare), local 
director, local actors of all ages, local musicians, 
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VIEW... 

1 
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local designers and crew... Above all, local theme. 
Skilfully weaving into Shakespeare’s original the tale 
of Lyme-born mariner George Somers, his ‘Sea Ven¬ 
ture’, and the founding of Bermuda, this production 
illuminated part of Lyme’s history, re-imagining a 
truth about its place in the world. 

It linked, too, with the summer’s celebration of 
Lyme’s ‘tripling’ with Bermuda and Jamestown, Vir¬ 
ginia - Somers’ intended destination. The pupils of 
St Michael’s School used the Anning Road play park 
for a pageant about the shipwreck, following three 
public talks about different aspects of the voyage, 
Bermuda and Jamestown. This was all good educa¬ 
tion. 

With ‘The Tempest of Lyme’, Clemmie Reynolds 
and Andrew Rattenbury followed in the tradition of 
Lyme resident Ann Jellicoe, the writer and director 
who in the 1980s gave fresh impetus to community 
plays. Some will remember, and may have been part 
of, the 1984 production at the Woodroffe School of 
‘The Western Women’, which Ann wrote and di¬ 
rected, about women in the Siege of Lyme. With 120 
volunteer actors, a small army of helpers, and partic¬ 
ipating audience, this surely was a community play 
in theme and presentation. 

In 2007, at the age of 80, Ann performed in the Ma¬ 
rine Theatre a virtually single-handed evocation of 
that event. Absorbing the audience in the present, re¬ 


creating the experience of 1984’s play, and making 
us part of the siege in 1644, she shifted seamlessly 
between those layers of time. 

It was magical; but educational too, as was the 
original in ‘holding up a mirror’ to contemporary 
Lyme about its past. 

My own introduction to such plays, in the 1960s, 
was the old Victoria Theatre in Stoke-on-Trent, 
which pioneered modern theatre-in-the-round. A 
brilliantly improvised production would annually 
dramatise some aspect of Stoke history - the story 
of the pot banks, or the coming of the North 
Staffordshire Railway (memory of the cast's 
mimicry of a steam engine in full flight remains 
vivid fifty-five years later). People from the Pot¬ 
teries packed the theatre for plays which, during 
hard times in the area, reasserted pride in its tradi¬ 
tions. 

Drama that frames community life is ancient and 
continuous. It reaches back through Shakespeare 
to medieval mystery plays, usually open air travel¬ 
ling productions; back further to Romans and 
Greeks, their theatre part of communal festivals 
honouring their gods. Indian drama flourished well 
before that, while later Asian theatre had something 
in common with European. The oldest plays told 
stories of the community’s identity, its religious 
and moral concerns, with music and song, dance 
and mime, masks and puppetry at least as impor¬ 
tant as speech. This fusion of what we now (sadly) 
regard as separate art forms characterises most 
tribal ceremonial - the ultimate community play, 
essential for passing on history, values and beliefs. 

‘The Tempest of Lyme’, with its unique music, 
sculptural forms and fluid movement, delightfully 
echoed some of those features. Unresting, Clem¬ 
mie and writer Andrew are in July bringing us 


‘Monmouth’ - an original work for the Marine. 

James, Duke of Monmouth, Protestant (possibly 
illegitimate) son of Charles II, rebelled against his 
Catholic uncle James II. In June 1685 his small 
force landed here on the beach now bearing his 
name; he gathered more men, mostly working folk, 
was defeated within four weeks, and beheaded 
soon after. Royal Retribution was terrible: whip¬ 
ping, jailing, seizing property; nearly 850 rebels 
were transported to the West Indies; well over 300 
were hanged - twelve on our beach, eleven being 
drawn and quartered. 

Perhaps we’ll see why one escaped the full indig¬ 
nity, for we’re promised a drama of people not pol¬ 
itics; of women, not just fighting men; of names 
and places we’ll recognise. Anticipate pageantry, 
music and song (probably different in kind from 
last summer’s); even, maybe, some film. As before, 
expect performance in and beyond the theatre. 

Local people, with plenty of young ones, will 
again be at its heart, stimulated and coached by 
professionals. The theatre also hopes to offer place¬ 
ments for those of sixth form and college age, to 
learn as assistants in directing, design, technical, 
costume and musical work. A series of talks and 
film showings about aspects of Monmouth’s rebel¬ 
lion, already advertised, starts next month. 

So the ancient community play, fusing entertain¬ 
ment with education, combining many expressive 
forms, lives on in Lyme: we have something won¬ 
derful ahead. Among those wonders is how the 
spirit of the community play calls on the best in 
people - not least, as Clemmie emphasises, the 
generous professionals who volunteer to help it all 
work.

Pastel demonstration warms up 
art society on chilly afternoon 


LYME Regis Art Society celebrated 
the start of 2017 with a pastel 
demonstration by Richard Turner, 
one of the group's most popular 
demonstrators. 

Richard had brought a range of pa¬ 
pers, boards and sandpapers spe¬ 
cially designed for pastel artists to 
show members, as surfaces dictate 
how one uses the medium, and 
kept his audience enthralled with a 
stream of information and explana¬ 
tion as he worked. 

He doesn't paint "things" but 
coloured textured shapes, working 
from an original photograph of a 
particularly interesting element in 
the landscape, followed by black 
and white sketches exploring and 
editing tones and shapes to make a 
well-balanced design. 

The basic shapes had been 
sketched out on a green-grey board, 
made by Sennelier, with cork stuck 
onto mountboard, which gives a 
softness to the finish. 

Richard's mantra is "dark to light, 
soft to hard, thin to fat and dull to 
bright" and choosing three or four 
pastels to represent each different 
tone, he began with a muted purple 
as a dark tone, making very 
lightweight marks as an undercoat 
and recording each colour on the 
side of the board. 

The image of the rutted, sunlit lane 
leading into soft hazy fields be¬ 
tween trees and their shadows grew 
with different graduated tones of 
purple and green. Short stabbing 
marks built up the grasses on the 
banks, indicating the angle of 



growth and a pale yellow ochre 
added warmth to the sky. 

Richard checked the balance of 
shape, tone and colour with a 
mount and, after a tea break, 
worked on emphasising more 
minute details, clarifying edges of 
the shadows, which soften as they 
move away from the object that 
makes them. For more light, Richard 
chose very pale colours from his 
range of soft Sennelier pastels. 
Touches of pale green on the banks 
and even paler strokes of a pinky-or¬ 
ange highlights finalised a warm, 
sunny image for a cold afternoon. 

Members are now looking forward 
to his workshop on Monday, Jan¬ 
uary 30th.

Barlow’s new show 
set to be a winner 


IT'S been a celebtastic 
week for me (yes, I did 
make that word up) and I'm 
exhausted from all of the 
glamour. 

After a couple of really 
successful pantomime re¬ 
hearsals in the South West 
(I now know most of the 
words and nearly all of the 
songs, so I’ve progressed!), 
it was time for my long 
awaited date with Gary 
Barlow. Along with a few 
other journalists, I was in¬ 
vited to lunch with the star 
and the cast of his new mu¬ 
sical The Girls. 

We had a very British af¬ 
ternoon tea, with the real 
Calendar Girls, complete 
with a Victoria Sponge, be¬ 
fore we were allowed to 
have a peek at a rehearsal 
for the new show. I felt a bit 
like a teenager and had to 
stop myself from going all 
gooey eyed when I was 
eventually introduced to 


the Take That star, but clad 
in my very best dress (from 
a charity shop in 
Dorchester) I managed to 
hold it together. 

I can reveal that not only 
is Gary Barlow as dreamy 
as many of you may 
think, but he also smells 
good! The show looks like 
it's going to be a real 
winner too. 

I then popped along to see 
a rehearsal for the new 
Strictly Come Dancing live 
tour and got to meet the 
celebrities who will be tak¬ 
ing part, including Ed Balls 
(very charming), Daisy 
Lowe (delightful), Louise 
Redknapp (flanked by a 
stylist at all times and not 
very friendly), Danny Mac 
(utterly adorable) and the 
2016 winner Ore Oduba, 
who chatted about growing 
up in Dorset and his love of 
the area.

2017 set to be landmark year 
for electric car registrations 


BY MID-2017, government and 
industry body Go Ultra Low 
says more than 100,000 plug-in 
cars will be on UK roads. This 
landmark prospect is fuelled by 
record electric car registrations 
in 2016, a year in which vol¬ 
umes rose 29% on the previous 
12 months. 

From January to December, 
motorists flocked to buy 
electric vehicles in record num¬ 
bers, with 36,907 electric vehi¬ 
cles registed in the UK. As 
thousands of motorists 
switched-on to the cost saving 
and convenience of electric 
motoring, public and business 
appetite for plug-in hybrid and 
pure electric cars reached a 
new high. 

An ever-increasing selection 
of electric cars is playing a key 
role in plug-in vehicle uptake 
surpassing record levels, Go 
Ultra Low suggests. Today, 
more than 35 plug-in models 
are available to UK motorists - 
four times the number on the 


market just five years ago - 
with yet more new versions set 
to be launched this year. 

Poppy Welch, Head of Go 
Ultra Low, said: "Year after year, 
we see record levels of electric 
vehicle registrations as more 
and more motorists realise the 
cost-saving and environmental 
benefits of driving a plug-in 
electric car. With ongoing gov¬ 
ernment incentives and in¬

The broad variety of hybrid 
and pure electric cars on the 
market is a marked improve¬ 
ment on the eight electric mod¬ 
els available to drivers in 2011 
when government introduced 
the Plug-in Car Grant.The range 
of products now extends to 
more than 20 pure electric and 
15 hybrid vehicles, from city 
cars and SUVs to sports cars and 


family hatchbacks. 

Go Ultra Low exists to help 
motorists understand the ben¬ 
efits, cost savings and capabili¬ 
ties of the raft of electric 
vehicles on the market. The col¬ 
laborative campaign is the first 
of its kind, bringing together a 
consortium of vehicle manu¬ 
facturers, government and the 
Society of Motor Manufacturers 
and Traders (SMMT).
